NOHER RIDES AT OAKLAND. 

GIVES EVIDENCE OF HIS SKILL IN THE 
SADDLE AND IS WELL CHEERED. 

Light Wool Takes the Feature Race of the Day — 
Fanatic Wins and Makes a 
^ \£ ' Good Impression. 



San Francisco. Cal.. I>cccmtt<T 24. — .Toe Xotter was 
♦he cliH'f attraction and distin^uisln-d liiinself in 
tile sadiIU‘ at the Oakland races tixla.v. This was tlie 
famous joi-key’s first at>pcarani-e on the local traiK. 
«nd he was aei-orded an enthnsiastie reception tiy tlie 
Ti.tloo race s:<K>rs present. Ills record durinii the 
sifternoon included a close si'coml on Yakima Belle 
In the introductory sprint, third snhs«-(|uently on 
Footloose and siwinT: tinall.v with Liirht Wind in 
the feature race. Notter's ridintr was deroid of 
^nsational features, yet his victory on Liuht Wool 
in the Walilen llandicaii was mark<sl hy such mas 
terly horsmnanshiii that he prevailed over a superior 
oiiponent in Kyehritrlit. Rnss<‘ll's ride on the rnn- 
Jiernp was in such contrast to Notter's finished 
iiH-keyship on the winner that the hi;i crowd of spec- 
tators ros*' cn masse and voiced its apiiroval. 

Eycr.vone was surprised at RnsscU’s claim of foul 
ajiainst Lifjht Wool, intensified when Nottcr was 
siimnioncd iK'fore the stewards. There was a hrief 
delay la-fore the oriirinal idacin^s witc contirmiMl. It 
was the sijrnal for another demonstration of a,i- 
plause for the snccessfnl jockey. Nottcr said after- 
ward that he was as much snrin-i.sed as anylMaly at 
Itnssi'll's claim of foul. "I was instructed to finish 
oi. the ridite in the stretch and tried to do so. hnt 
Light W<Kd till'd and swerved gradually down the 
incliiu' will'll nearing the finish without impeding 
E.vehright in any way. .\s a matter of fact. I saw 
E.vehright crash into another hor.se at the eighth 
liost with such force that he fell to his knees. I 
could not sa.v positively whether the horse inter- 
fered with was (^dleetor .Tessiip or not. If it was 
he could have won off hy himself Inii for till' inter- 
ference. I never saw such eiithnsiasni on any rac- 
iMiirse in the east and never got such arndanse. 
I'ven when I roile Celt to vietor.v in the I’riMikl.vn 
Handicap last .May.” 

Kanatie's brilliant victory in the two-year-old raia' 
marked the afternoon's simrt. The exipiisitely bred 
son of BallyliiHi Bi'.v and llyiKs-rite. which won like 
a coining real gooil one. was aeiiuirt'd by I'. 
Forsythe for an insignificant sum at the rei-ent dis- 
IH'rsal sale of E. R. Thomas' stud. Fanatic's prep- 
aration has been probably one of the briefi>st on 
record. In training for otil.v five weeks, tialay's ex- 
ploit is ri-garded as a phenomenal one and experts 
predict a great turf can't'!- for the grand-looking 
youngster. 

Favorites and outsiders shared eiiually in the aft- 
ernoon's racing honors. Ir was a dav of radiant 
beauty and the attendance of holiday proiKirtions. 
Tlie track, while rapidly drying out under tlie sun's 
rays, was still heav.v. Much work is ta'ing lavished 
on it and the gidng is exia'cti-il to Ik' i*omi>a rjit ivelv 
gianl for the running of thi' big Christmas Man 
dicaii tomonow.

SIDNEY LUCAS AND MAY W. 

Careers of Two American Horses Sold for Small 
Sums in England. 

To thoM' who rememlH'j* tl'.e-m at the summit of 
their siM'i'd and 'fame it must seem a shame that 
such splendiil .\merican racers as Sidne.v Lucas and 
Ma.v \V. slionid be taken back to England and sold 
fiU' a soiig. It is distinetl.v a slur on the iiatriot- 
ism of the wealthy sugar magiuiti'. H. T. Oxnard, 
tlijit he siamld Inive itermltted it. I’erluiiis the paltry 
return is to U' aeeepteil as simiething in the way of 
ii due n'venge fia- his action'. 

Sidne.v Lucas was a grand rjice horse and is too 
.young to have Inid much i-hance to maki' his mark 
in the stnd. It is to be l oiK'd lliat hi' will have a 
chance in England, but it Is doubtful if he will. 

I ’osses.-'ors of ehoi(v briMMimnres llii're are not given 
to mating them with stallions, .still, in this 

country, it would 1 m‘ deemed worth while in the 
<-asi' of an American Derby winner. »'si»e<-ially a 
horsi' of such substaiwe and rugged stamina as 
Sidni'.v Lucas. 

Wien a two-yi'iir-ohl he was started in twenty- 
four races and won nine. .\11 were purse races and 
nceessaril.y the. gross of his winnings was no great 
su'ii. His most notable aehievement was in winning 
two i-on-ecntive races iit the Washington fall nu'ct 
Ing of lsp;i. Tiler!' the first rai-(' Novi'inls'i- 1.", was 
1 ikisli of six and a half furlongs for all ages. 
With 112 iKUimls up Sidiu'v Lucas won i-asily in 
1:2.".. witli First Whip S4'c*md and .\11 Cohl tiiinl. 
rile second race of the ilay was a live-furlongs sprint 
for Iwo year-iilds. ami. with the same weigiit. Sidney 
I.iii-as won this also, (h'feating the swift c<dt. Hager 
Ion. ibdden Rattli' and three others in 1:02. 

He bi'gan as a three-.year-idd at New Orleans, 
.lannar.v 2o. I'.ioo, and among his races tiu're won 
til!' Oakland Handicap and four purses. From tiiere 
lie went to Washington and won a purse. He was 
then n-sled until tlii' Fort Erie meeting began. 
Here. .Inne 12, he ran unplaced in the Canailiaii 
Di'rby. won b.v .\il\ance Onard. ran second to Lamp 
Oh'be at a mile in 1:40J and was unplaced in an- 
dher piirsi' race. In this there was little to suggest 
an Atm'riiau Dcrb.v winner, yet lu' was brought to 
Chii-ago and. starting in that famous race as a 2o 
to 1 outsider, wisi with .lames second and tin' even- 
money lavorite. Lieutenant Gibson, thi^. Barrack. 
.\dvanci' Guard amt Sam Phillips wcii' the otlii'r 
starters. Tin- race was run in 2:10* over a slow 
traik and at the finish Sidney Lm-as was six lengths 
in advaiiK' id' .laiiies. Tliat Washington Park niei't- 
ing w:is a gloi-ions one for Sidney Lucas and en- 
riehi'd the Thompson Brothi'is. his owners. Besides 
the .tmerican Derby tin- colt won llieri' Ihi' 'i'nrf 
t'ongri'ss .stakes at a iiiih' and thri'i'-sixti'cnths in 
I:.">.s,-. carrieil lls pounds and defeated sm h i-elebri- 
ties as The Lady. Serrano. Pink I'oat. Potente and 
Fl.v b.v Night, ran second to .lolly Roger in tlie Great 
Western Handicap; s«'eond to Sam Phillips in the 
Sheridan Stakes and won three piirsi' races. Tlien 
lie was laki-n to Di'troit and at Higiiiand Park won 
the Turf ('ting:-ess Stakes, defeating A'tvanee Guarii. 
.lohii ^'el•kes ami two more at a mile and a sixteenth 
in 1 :4S', with 129 iHiiinds up. That was his last 
success as a three-year-old. 

in 1!H»I Siilney Lucas won the Flushing Handicap 
at tile .Vipiediict spring meeting. Parkway Handicap 
It tlravesend and a luirse at each of these tracks 
Old was then broiiglit out to his old staniping 
.'round at Washington Park. Hcri' he won two 
'vernight piirsi's in preiiarat ion for an elTort to take 
the Whi'eli'r Handicaii. but unforliinalely fell so 
laiiii' in ids last race that hi' had to lie retired 
with the following as his record:

ECHO OF ROCKINGHAM RACING. 

New York, Decembi'r 24. — Litigation over tlie de- 
funct Salem race track lias come to the surface in 
the Superior Court at Exeter. N. H. Suits have 
ln'en fill'd hy the Hull Construi-tion Compan.v of 
Boston and the Boston and Maine Railroad against 
the stoekliolders of the New England Brf'eders’ Cluli 
to enforce the pa.vment of alleged delits. Tlie de- 
fendants ill the .suits are Joiiii W. Gates, .lolin A. 
Drake, Andrew Miller. Fram-is ('. Bishoti, Henry V. 
Hollis, (ieorge E. lyt-onard and othm-.s. T'iie Hull 
company lias a claim of $!l.72ti.!»l for work on the 
idant. wliile the railroad eonipan.y’s iiatiers show 
an alleged debt of $22,953.77 for laying tracks and 
other (-onstruelion work. The tiling of the suits is 
regardml as an attemiit to hold the stoi-kholders re- 
sponsible for the debts of the eluli and a number 
of fini' legal points are involveil. 'Flic Salem track 
was built under the impression tliat hookmaking and 
IxKilselllng could be (-arried on without interfi'rence. 
but wlieii it came time to tieglii racing the New 
Hampshire authorities acted iiromptly. TlU' meet- 
ing was run off by order of the .Tix-key Club, liut tbe 
promoters lost a fortune. No attempt has been made 
since to reopen the track, which is in ruins. 

DEAD HEAT AT EL PASO. 

El Paso. Tex.. December 24. — The hot snn whleh 
broke through the clouds this morning after last 
riight's rain, lironght out an unusually large attend- 
ance to the races at Wasliington Park. The fiebls 
were large with few withdrawals and fayorites re- 
warded the form backers In eyery race. The fea- 
ture of the day was the dead heat between Sam G. 
and Mattie D. in the third race, which was imme- 
diately run off and Sam (}. was easily retiimeil the 
winner. The lust race on the card, the entries for 
which eloso«l at lO a. m., w-as for Texas-bred ponies 
riddi'u by cowboys and created considerable local 
interest.
